Bakery to rise again 
from Hollands’ ashes 


A BAKERY that has stood empty since the collapse of a 105- 
year-old Walsall firm is to be brought back to life under new 
management. CMS Catering, which runs The Village Bakery in 
Cheslyn Hay,, is to take over the former home of Hollands Craft 
Bakery, which folded last year with the loss of 19 jobs. 

The new shop will open in John Street next week under the name 
Savannah Craft Bakery, with six 
new jobs. Staff will also man a new 
stall at Bescot Market each week. 

CMS managing director Colin 
Ball said: “We already do business 
with customers in Walsall. We 
have a wholesale bakery in Ches- 
lyn Hay and we think it’s time to 
expand our operation into Walsall. 

“It’s named after my daughter, 


“We have opened 29 new stores since the beginning 
of April, and are on target to open over 50 during the 
year creating 2,000 new jobs. We launched our Dealz 
store format in the Republic of Ireland in late Septem- 
ber and we recently won Discount Retailer of the year. 

“For me, winning the Grocer Cup is the icing on the 
cake.” 

The £1-for-everything chain announced record 
turnover of £643 million in the 12 months to the end of 
March, up 25.8 per cent. Profits were up 34 per cent to 
£31.7m. 


Batteries 


Poundland’s success has seen it snapped up by 
Warburg Pincus, a US private equity group, in a deal 
valued at around £200m. The Americans’ decision to 
keep Mr McCarthy and his team in place has been jus- 
tified by the performance of the business since then. 

Now the biggest single-price retailer in Europe, it 
opened 64 new stores last year and is opening another 
50 by the end of April 2012. 

Its growth has been driven by more than 3.8 million 
customers every week snapping up top brands for £1, 
from Maltesers, Warburtons bread and Maxwell 
House coffee to six-packs of Kodak batteries, Christ- 
mas wrapping and Halloween fancy dress.

Man, 21, who

A MAN who set up an £11,400 
cannabis farm in his Walsall flat has 
been spared an immediate jail sentence. 

Judge Michael Dudley told 21-year- 
old Wade Knowles he was allowing 
him to keep his freedom because he 
had never been in trouble before and 
he was in employment. 

Judge Dudley said: “You were sensi- 
ble enough to come clean when these 
items were found and that also saves 
you from immediate imprisonment. You 
have escaped custody by a whisker.”

At Wolverhampton Crown Court 
Knowles, of Stoney Lane, Bloxwich, 
admitted producing cannabis. He was 
given a 12-month jail term, suspended 
for a year, carry out 300 hours’ commu- 
nity work snd pay £500 costs 

Mr David Lees, prosecuting, said 
police found two tents containing a 
total of 31 cannabis plants inside the 
flat after they smelt the drug. 

When interviewed after his arrest, 
Knowles told officers he was growing 
cannabis because “it was costing too 
much to buy”. 


Holidaymaker dies 
after car accident 


A RETIRED factory worker died 
after being involved in a road accident 
while on holiday abroad, an inquest in 
Walsall heard. 

Sajawal Khan, aged 73, of Broadway 
North, Walsall, was a passenger in a 
car that hit a tree after swerving to 
avoid a motorcycle in Pakistan. 

Mr Khan was treated for whiplash 
injuries. His son Naheem Sajjad told 
the inquest at Walsall Manor Hospital 
last week that his father died after 
returning home. 

Black Country Coroner Robin 
Balmain recorded a verdict he died as 
a result of an accident.

MORE than 60 jobs have been saved at a long-established 
brass firm in Walsall after it was bought out of administration. 
McKechnie Brass in Middlemore Lane, Aldridge, has been sold 
to an as-yet unnamed new owner. 

The company is the last remaining brass extrusion manufacturing 
firm in the country. McKechnie Brass, later Bolton Brass, was estab- 
lished more than 140 years ago. It plunged into administration in early 
summer due to mounting debts — and the future of the 62 workers at 


Council tax fee 
set to remain 
at 2009 level 


COUNCIL tax in Walsall is to be 
frozen for the second year running. 

Walsall Council is getting £2.7 
million from the Government to make 
the freeze possible. The money is the 
equivalent of a 2.5 per cent increase. 

It means the bill for the average 
Band D home in the borough will 
remain at £1,531 for 2012/13. 

Council leader Mike Bird said: “We 
will be recommending a zero per cent 
increase in council tax. We will be 
accepting the grant from the Govern- 
ment. | think it would be irresponsible 
for us to increase council tax when 
there is an offer there for £2.7 million. 


Families 


“Any increase would be seen as 
wrong in the eyes of the electorate.” 

Most houses in the borough, a total 
of 48,257, are in Band A and will see 
their council tax remain at £1,021. 

The council tax for Band B homes in 
Walsall will remain at £1,191, Band C 
£1,361, Band E £1,872, F £2,212, G 
£2,553 and H £3,063. 

Walsall Council is currently trying 
to save £65m over three years and is 
facing job losses of more than 400. 

Council Bird added: “This will hope- 
fully help out a lot of Walsall families 
at a time when they need it most.” 


Bosses set out 


BETTER stalls could be introduced 
at Willenhall Market in a bid to draw 
in more traders and shoppers. 

Walsall Council says it is looking at 
getting funding to improve the condi- 
tion of stalls. 

Market operator LSD Promotions 
has the contract to erect and dismantle 
stalls, but it is coming to an end and 
negotiations are under way. Mean- 
while council bosses say there is a need

to improve the appearance and facili- 
ties at the pitch in Market Place. 
Fewer than half the 70 stalls are occu- 
pied on Fridays and Saturdays. 

Traders and shopkeepers have call- 
ed for more specialist markets after a 
recent Italian themed event drew in 
hundreds of customers. 

The town suffered a blow when the 
indoor market closed suddenly recently, 
leaving traders unsure of their future.

McKechnie remained trading while 
it was in administration and hopes 
always remained high of a sale. Admin- 
istrators said there had been inquiries 
from a number of interested parties 
about taking over the business. 

McKechnie Brass started life in St 
Helens, Lancashire, in 1871, moved to 
Birmingham in 1894, then set up ina 
purpose-built factory in Aldridge in 
1953. 

Renamed 

It produces brass rods and profiles 
for products including pins for plugs, 
door locks, padlocks, and overhead 
conductive wire for the rail industry. 

McKechnie also serves the construc- 
tion, electronics, power generation and 
telecommunication industries. 

It has an annual turnover of around 
£14 million and yearly production of 
4,000 tons. 

In 2010, Bolton Brass was bought by 
businessmen Nick Harrison and Peter 
Brown, who renamed it McKechnie 
Brass — its original name in 1871 when 
the McKechnie brothers launched the 
firm. 

The company pioneered the extru- 
sion of brass and copper alloys.

It 
was formerly the New Inn and later 
the Tap & Spile.

Delight as 
Castings 
plc growth 
on target 


THE £5 million expansion of a 
Walsall manufacturing firm, which is 
poised to create 145 jobs, is due to be 
completed by the end of the year. 

Bosses at Castings Ple say plans are 
on track to finish the first phase of the 
revamp. Work to level the ground and 
lay the foundations is due to be com- 
pleted in the next couple of weeks, 
ready for builders to get started on the 
new main warehouse. 


Orders have already been placed for 
new machinery, which will create jobs 
for operatives and skilled workers. 

David Gawthorpe, chief executive of 
the company, which produces iron 
castings for the truck and automotive 
industries, said: “We are hoping to 
meet our deadlines. Fifty per cent of 
the build was levelling the site and 
putting the foundations in. The actual 
erection side is relatively straightfor- 
ward and will be quite quick.” 

The warehouse is being built next to 
the firm’s headquarters in Lichfield 
Road, Brownhills. 


Permission 


Mr Gawthorpe added: “We are 
happy with how things are going. It is 
moving in the right direction. 

“We are investing in equipment and 
have just ordered more machines.” 

He said the extra room would allow 
the company to clear stock in its 
machine shop, where the iron castings 
are finished, and create space for new 
machines. 

The firm, founded around 150 years 
ago, was given permission for its 
expansion plans in June. 

It employs more than 1,000 people 
at its headquarters in Brownhills, and 
at Fradley Park, Lichfield. It also runs 
the William Lee foundry at Dronfield, 
north Derbyshire. 

The company was hit hard during 
the recession and axed 350 workers in 
2009.

A WALSALL MP has urged 
the Government to “rethink” 
the closure of a forensics 
service in Birmingham that 
helped trap Soham killer Ian 
Huntley. 

Labour’s Valerie Vaz fears 
the move could spell the loss of 
scientific expertise and have a 
negative impact on the pursuit 
of justice. 

The Forensic Science 
Service, based at Birmingham 
Business Park, analyses evi- 


dence from crime scenes in 
England and Wales, but has 
been losing around £2 milliona 
month. 

It employs 1,600 people and 
analyses more than 120,000 
cases each year. 


Implications 


In December last year, the 
Government announced it be 
wound up by March 2012. 

“The Forensic Science 


Service has already closed 


three sites with a loss of 600 
experts,” said the Walsall 
South MP. 

“This closure risks a loss of 
the expert witness as the 
service closes which could have 
an impact on the criminal 
justice system,” she added. She 
says it raises concerns about 
the implications for the crimi- 
nal justice system.” 

Ms Vaz has tabled a 
Commons motion demanding 
a halt to the closure.

Council in conjunction with the 
BCRS in July 2011. 

Service 2000 Ltd has factory 
units in Pool Street and Garden 
Street applied for the loan to 
help finance its domestic appli- 
ance repair trade. 


Turnover 


It also has a newly formed 
business which specialises in 
bespoke kitchen furniture. 

Paul Carpenter, of Service 
2000, said: “We saw there was a 


gap in the market when it came 
to bespoke kitchens and wanted 
to focus our enthusiasm for the 
development of that side.” 

The company now employs 
more than 40 people, and 
increased its turnover from 
£300,000 in 2003 to £3 million. 

Mr Carpenter added: “The 
fund has enabled us to project 
that enthusiasm and determi- 
nation we all have at Service 
2000 Ltd into the new side of the 
business.” 


Triumph for 
protesters 
over school 


EDUCATION bosses in Walsall 
have ditched plans to extend an 
Aldridge school. 

Serco wanted to expand Leighswood 
Primary to cope with a predicted influx 
of pupils over the seven years. 

The planned expansion would have 
increased the roll by more than 100, 
but the plans have now been ditched 
after a campaign by parents and resi- 
dents, who raised concerns about the 
impact on the school’s operations and 
on neighbouring homes. 


Cabinet 


Parents were informed of the deci- 
sion in a newsletter from new head 
Duncan Spiers last week. 

Cabinet member for children’s serv- 
ices Councillor Rachel Andrew said: “A 
number of concerns were raised 
during our initial consultation and we 
have decided, in discussion with the 
school, not to proceed.” 

The move was welcomed by mother- 
of-three Corrie Halford, aged 36, who 
collected 322 signatures for a protest 
petition. 

She said:“We have won our fight 
and I am delighted. 

“It just proves that it is always 
worth taking a stand against things 
that are unjust. Many people told me 
that I was wasting my time. 

“Tm glad that the council listened.”

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Mother’s £22,700 benefit fraud 


A MOTHER of five who was 
overpaid welfare benefits of 
more than £22,700 has been 
ordered to do 200 hours unpaid 
work by Walsall magistrates. 

Sarah Newell, aged 31, was 
convicted of three counts of 
making a false statement fol- 
lowing a trial last month. 

She was found guilty of swin- 
dling £22,763 in benefits after 
falsely claiming her partner 
had moved out of her home, in 


Mulberry Road, Dudley Fields, 
Bloxwich. 

But he was still living there 
and she had two of his children 
during the time of the fraud. 


Sleeping 
Mrs Kerry Munro prosecut- 
ing on behalf of Walsall Council, 
said Newell said Christopher 
Box had moved out of her home 
between June 2006 and March 
2010, but he still slept at the 


address three times a week. She 
said he was not living there, 
simply sleeping on the sofa 
occasionally. 

Newell claimed council tax 
benefit and housing benefit. 

In mitigation, Mr Lewis 
Perry said: “She didn’t fully 
appreciate the consequences of 
having Mr Box staying there.” 

Newell was given a jail term 
of 26 weeks, suspended for a 
year, and told to pay £400 costs. 


£400k revamp of multi-storey 


WORK on a £400,000 scheme 
to improve a Walsall town cent- 
re car park is now under way. 

Repairs to the roof and con- 
crete at Hatherton Road multi- 
storey is to take two months. 
There have been problems with 
debris falling on cars, and there 
has been a slump in use since 
the nearby Tesco opened. 

A review by a parking work- 
ing group showed revenue has 
dropped by around £8,000 a 


month since the supermarket 
launched last December. 


Transport chief Councillor 
Tom Ansell said: “We're invest- 
ing a total of £400,000 in the 
future of the car park. 


Waterproof 


“We're treating the roof to lay 
down a new waterproof mem- 
brane and we're carrying out a 
few internal repairs to the con- 
crete. We started in early Octob- 


er and this is likely to take 
around eight weeks to complete.” 

The Hatherton Road car park 
used to generate £10,000 a 
month but a review said it had 
dropped to £2,000. 

In a bid to encourage visitors 
to the town, council chiefs 
reduced the price of four-hour 
stays by £1 to £2.80 during a 
three-month trial. Daily fees on 
car parks in the town are also 
being cut from £5 to £3 as part of 
the trial due to start next month. 


Investors look 
at scheme for 
derelict pub 


A DERELICT Walsall pub that has 
become a magnet for vandals and fly- 
tippers is poised to be brought back to 
life as an investor plans its transforma- 
tion. 

Residents and councillors have been 
campaigning for the Four Crosses pub, 
in Leamore, to be demolished. But 
Walsall Council planning officers have 
met agents acting on behalf of a poten- 
tial investor who is looking to submit a 
planning application for the site. 

David Elsworthy, head of planning 
and building control, said: “Planning 
officers have met agents acting for a 
potential investor who may submit a 
planning application for the site.

Big drop in 
number of 
hospital car 
park fines 


THE number of parking fines at 
Walsall Manor Hospital has dropped 
by almost two-thirds in just three 
months, latest figures reveal. 

Health chiefs say new car parks 
which opened during the summer have 
made it easier for patients and visitors 
to park in the grounds. In June a total 
of 121 fines were handed out to 
motorists, with 69 in July and 44 in 
August. 

The £30 penalty notices are given to 
motorists for infringements such as 
blocking ambulance zones and causing 
an obstruction. Those who pay within 
14 days see the fee cut to £15. 

Bosses opened up two new parking 
areas with a combined 450 spaces at 
the start of June. They insist fines are 
only issued when necessary and spaces 
are now better placed. 

Robert Wilson, facilities manager at 
Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, said: 
“The total number of car parking fines 
issued on the Manor Hospital site has 
significantly reduced over the past 
three months. 


Pressure 


“During the phases of the new hospi- 
tal redevelopment, car parking avail- 
ability for both staff and patients at the 
hospital was, at times, under pressure 
and since the opening of the new car 
parks this has lessened significantly. 

“Car parking fines are only issued on 
our hospital site when it’s absolutely 
necessary and for the following 
reasons — for example, when a vehicle 
is parking in an inappropriate location 
on the hospital site, or is parked in the 
‘red zone’ which is for ambulance drop 
off or parking only. 

“With the two new car parks being 
located close to all main entrances to 
the hospital, they provide much more 
accessible and convenient car parking 
for patients and visitors.” 

A total of 2,191 tickets were given to 
drivers from April 2010 until the end of 
May 2011. Of those, 1,199 were paid, 
656 were appealed and 336 ended up 
being rescinded. 


Garage plans set

MAJOR plans to refurbish nine 
industrial units and change the use of 
one of them into a vehicle repair and 
MOT station are set to be approved by 
Walsall Council’s planning committee. 

The plans to overhaul the units at 
Alvar Business Park in Straight Road, 
Willenhall, were due to be discussed by 
councillors at the committee meeting.

A BANNED Walsall driver 
who disobeyed the conditions 
of his suspended prison sen- 
tence is now behind bars. 

Derrick Muhia admitted 
taking a motor vehicle with- 
out consent, driving without 
insurance and a licence, and 
breaching an order at Wolver- 
hampton Crown Court.

Khan assaulted one girl before steal- 
ing her mobile phone and tried to take 
the other girl's, but she fought back.

The girls were not seriously injured 
but were left shaken and traumatised 
by the incident. 

Khan was found guilty of robbery 
and one attempted theft from person 
and now begins a two-year jail term.

"It is the right thing to doon Remem- 
brance Sunday — it is a poignant day 
and very important people pay their 
respects," he said. 

"But we should go further and scrap 
all Sunday parking charges. We want 
to see our town buzzing and it should 
be free on a Sunday." 

It is the second year that council 
chiefs have agreed to waive charges on 
Remembrance Sunday.

to increase 
twice In 
two years 


BURIAL and cremation fees are 
poised to rise twice in Walsall, bring- 
ing in an extra £60,000 for the cash- 
strapped council in just 12 months. 

The increase of just under £16 for 
cremations and £46 for burials from 
April 1 in efforts to boost income by an 
extra £200,000 over three years. 

Following a three per cent rise for 
2012-18, another increase of 3.25 per 
cent in 2013-14 is set to bring in an 
additional £65,000. 

Walsall Council chiefs insist the 
increases are to maintain high stan- 
dards, and follow a £1.5m investment 
in Streetly Crematorium. 

In January this year, the authority 
raised burial charges to £1,537, which 
will rises to £1,583 from April 1, 2012. 

For a cremation, it currently costs 
£556, which is expected to rise to £572 
from next year. The cost of a grave for 
cremated remains now stands at £845.

Injured pup’s owner 
banned for cruelty

ADOG owner who failed to take his 
puppy to a vet after it was hit by acar 
has been banned from keeping dogs 
for three years by Walsall magis- 
trates. 

Giles Campbell, aged 41, left his 
Staffordshire bull terrier in agony with 
two fractured bones because, he claimed, 
he did not have enough money for a taxi 
ride to a free clinic in Wolverhampton. 

Campbell, of Wolverhampton Street, 
Walsall, admitted causing unnecessary 
suffering to an animal. 

Mrs Gaynor Sutton, prosecuting, said 
four-month-old Tiger, was “whining and 
crying” with a swollen front leg after she 
was hit by the car while being looked after 
by a friend. 

“The dog was very subdued. She had 
fractures in both the radius and the ulna 
bones and it was described as an unstable 
fracture where bones ride over each other.

“The vet estimated that the fractures 
had been present for at least five to seven 
days. It would have been clear to anyone 
that there were serious issues and imme- 
diate vet attention should be sought.” 

Mr Ifran Mohammed, defending, said 
Campbell had hoped the dog had just suf- 
fered a sprain, and bound up the swollen 
leg for the night. 

Campbell took the animal to a private 
vet in Darlaston, but was advised to take 
the dog immediately to a free clinic in 
Wolverhampton. But he did not have 
enough money to get to Wolverhampton, 
Mr Mohammed added. 

District Judge Michael Morris gave him 
a 12-month supervision order, made him 
sign the dog over to the RSPCA, and told 
him to pay £750 compensation to the 
RSPCA for boarding costs.

War dead relative’s plea

soldier killed in the First World War 
is trying to track down family 
members in the town. 

Last month Brett Lawrence, who 
now lives in Hinckley, Leicester- 
shire, visited the grave of his great- 
uncle. 


Hospital 

Bret Lawrence, Trooper 3503 of 
the FirstLife Guards, was killed on 
May 19, 1918, aged 27. He was 
buried in the military cemetery in 
Etaples, northern France. 

Internet records show he had 
been shot and wounded, and ceme- 
tery files state he was then killed in 
a German bombing raid on Etaples 
military hospital, along with 41 
other British Army personnel.

Census records reveal that 
Walsall born and bred Bret Law- 
rence lived in Bloxwich Road from 
1890 until at least 1911. 

His parents were James and Mar- 
garet Lawrence — and, coinciden- 
tally, his great-nephew is now also 
married to a Margaret. 

He had three brothers — Percy, 
Syd and Ernest and four sisters, 
Carrie, Ethel, Jane and Myra. 

Mr Lawrence, aged 71, said: “It 
was very emotional to see the grave 
and it has inspired me to further the 
search for any family members or 
relatives still alive today.” 

“The last contact I had was with 
Syd, who lived in Jesson Close, in 
Walsall, in 1968.”

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Hospice has Marie 
smiling once more 


with its treatments is trau- 

matic enough for anyone, but 
when you feel like the illness has left 
you no longer in control of your own 
life, the ordeal can become simply too 
much to deal with. 

This was certainly the case for 35-year- 
old Walsall woman Marie Simkins, who 
hoped she had beaten breast cancer after 
being diagnosed last year, only to dis- 
cover the disease had returned in March. 

Intensive courses of chemotherapy and 
radiotherapy followed, leaving her physically 
and emotionally drained — and this was made 
worse by having to deal with a number of dif- 
ferent health professionals, none of whom she 
felt was taking control of her situation. 

“T was having to speak to so many different 
people and explain the same things time and 
time again, yet no one person was taking the 
lead and threading it all together,” recalls 
Marie, who lives in Chestnut Road, Leamore, 
with her partner Andrew Halls. 

“T really felt like I was coming to the end of 
my tether. I was experiencing every negative 
emotion you can think of and I needed a light 
at the end of the tunnel — something that 
would help me get my head back together, let 
me feel normal again and give my family a bit 
of a break.” 

It was at this point that Marie was told 
about St Giles Walsall Hospice, and within 
days the leading local charity had arranged for

her to spend some time at the new in-patient 
facility in Goscote to help control her symp- 
toms. 

Despite some initial misgivings about what 
it meant to be cared for by a hospice, the 
Walsall Council worker was admitted to the 
centre on October 3 — and she hasn't looked 
back since. 

“Tl admit I was a bit nervous about the 
whole thing, and thought about the stigma 
attached to the word ‘hospice’,” Marie 
explains. 

“I wondered what it meant to come to a 
hospice and some of my family were thinking 
that I’d be coming in here and not coming out 
again.

“But as soon as I walked through the door of 
St Giles Walsall Hospice, I knew I was in the 
right place, and that the people here would 
look after me. I have come from the darkest 
depths you can possibly imagine and now it 
feels like I'm floating on air. 

“The staff and volunteers here have made 
me feel like a human being again. They're 
helping me get my life back and after only a 
few days, I’m already feeling uplifted. 

“T can’t describe how happy I am to have dis- 


covered St Giles because now I know I will 
always have somewhere to turn.” 

Britain’s first Hospice Care Week, which 
ended last Friday, aimed not just to celebrate 
the work of hospices around the country, but 
also to educate people about the care they 
provide. 

For Marie, her brief stay at St Giles Walsall 
Hospice has been ‘an education’ about what 
hospice care really means — and she now feels 
confident that, following her stay, she will 
return home a much happier and more posi- 
tive person. 

“Being here has completely turned my 
thinking around about what hospices are 
about. I’ve learnt that they’re here to help you 
live your life, and they’re not just places you go 
to end your days. 

“It sounds strange, but my time here has 
been fun and it feels like I’m on holiday from 
my illnesses. Not only that, but my family 
have been relieved of stress and I know they 
are all feeling better about everything. 

“For me, it’s not the end of the world 
anymore. I’m getting my life back and becom- 
ing the person I used to be again — and that 
was the one thing I was most terrified of 
losing.” 

That Marie can enjoy respite care close to 
home at St Giles Walsall is also a bonus for her 
and her family. Before it opened in April, they 
would have had to travel more than 12 miles 
to St Giles Compassus Centre in Whittington, 
near Lichfield — not ideal for her relatives. 

“Tt’s phenomenal that we have this facility 
on our doorsteps — in fact, it’s just down the

road from where we live,” Marie adds. Iwasa 
bit worried about where I might have to go 
because my family can’t all drive, but because 
T’m so close, it’s easy for them to visit me. They 
can come and go whenever they like and it’s 
like a home from home.” 

As well as praising staff and volunteers at St 
Giles, Marie is keen to show her gratitude to 
colleagues in the finance section of Walsall 
Council, where she works as an administrator. 

“The people who I work with have been fan- 
tastic in the care and support they have given 
me through this journey,” she says. 


To mark Hospice Care Week, St Giles 
Walsall Hospice asked local people what 
hospice care means to them — in just one word. 

‘Choice’, ‘life’, ‘laughter’, ‘friends’ and ‘home’ 
are among the thought-provoking words that 
people have already sent in.

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Coroner blames 
mistake by biker

A MOTORCYCLIST who died after a 
collision with a lorry in Walsall had 
made a momentary misjudgement, an 
inquest has found. 

Welder Jeff Picken died at Walsall Manor 
Hospital from multiple injuries following the 
collision at the island junction of Heath Road 
and Walsall Road, James Bridge, Darlaston, 
on June 16. 

Mr Picken, aged 43, of Dickinson Drive, 
Bescot, Walsall, was heading towards Darlas- 
ton when the bike struck the nearside wheel 
of a Scania lorry belonging to European Metal 
Recycling shortly before 7am. 

The inquest held at the hospital last week 
heard that lorry driver David Kendall, aged 
26, was trying to carry out a wide U-turn. 

Mr Kendall, of Erdington, Birmingham, 
told the coroner he first saw the motorcyclist 
at a glance as the bike approached. 

Moments later, when they collided, he saw 
Mr Picken in his mirror. 

“T got out and asked him if he was OK. I got 
no response, but he was moving,” he said. 


Experienced 

Mr Picken’s wife, Dawn, told the inquest: 
“He has owned a motorcycle since he was 16. 
He was a very experienced motorcyclist. 

“T trusted him otherwise he wouldn't have 
taken my 12-year-old son out on the bike and 
I wouldn't have ridden with him myself. Jeff 
was the most careful rider possible.” 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain 
recorded a verdict that death was accidental. 

“Tam satisfied that Mr Kendall used mod- 
erate speed and indicated correctly. It seems 
highly likely that because the lorry needed a 
wide swing, Mr Picken either thought it 
wasn't going to doa 360-degree turn or that he 
had time to go in front of it,” he said. 

“Either way, it wasn’t possible, and Mr 
Picken collided with it. It seems to me a 
momentary misjudgement on his part which 
has had tragic consequences.”

Councillor Diane Coughlan took 
up the cases of shoppers who paid 
to park then were sent notices to 
pay an extra £50. 

She said: “I had a productive 
meeting with Parking Eye and 
they agreed to change the wording 
of letters sent to motorists, to 
include that the fine will be held 
for 14 days while they appeal.” 

A spokesman for Parking Eye 
said: “We’ve made the parking 
system at Crown Wharf as clear 
and straightforward as possible. 
Motorists simply need to buy a 
ticket and enter their car number. 

“More than 50 signs explain 
this, and 99.5 per cent of people 
use the car park without problem.”

AN INVESTIGATION has begun at 
Walsall Manor Hospital after an 80- 
year-old patient suffered a broken arm 
which was left untreated for five days. 

The family of Ada Pointon, who has severe 
dementia, was allegedly told by nurses that 
bruising on her arm was “spontaneous”, but 
her shocked daughter Sharon later discov- 
ered her mother’s arm had fractured. 

The family say they have had no explana- 
tion abor t how the fracture happened and 
cised her care on the ward. 

“Wa sall Manor Hospital said it was inves- 
tigating the complaint. 

Daughter Sharon Pointon, aged 43, said: 

“For five days it wasn't treated ‘and she was 
in pain. 
“T was really scared for my mum — and it 
makes you scared about getting old your- 
self.” 


Seamstress 


Mrs Pointon was admitted to Ward Four 
with pneumonia at the beginning of Septem- 
ber. The former seamstress, who has had 
severe dementia since 2004, is unable to 
swallow and is fed through a tube. 

Her daughter, who is a full-time carer for 
her mother at their home in Bakewell Close, 
Bloxwich, visited on September 20 to find 
her mother distressed and her arm swollen. 

She said: “Her shoulder to elbow was 
swollen and nurses told me it was because 
she had been lying on her side. Bruising 
started to come up and they told me it was 
spontaneous bruising. 

“Tt got worse and worse and eventually she 
had an X-ray and they told us it had been 
broken. 

“T also found her lying flat on her back 
choking and being fed through the naso- 
gastric tube. 

“She was supposed to be sitting upright 
and there were no nurses at her bedside.” 

Ms Pointon claimed the nurses at Walsall 
Manor did not know how to feed her mother 
and were “dismissive” of everything she 
said. 

Paula Gardner, head of nursing for in- 
planned care at Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust, said: “The concerns raised by this 
family are currently being fully investigated.”

Axe for bus lane 


as gripes mount 


A BUS LANE on a busy 
Walsall route is to be axed 
after complaints that it 
caused congestion and does 
not improve bus times. 

Leader of the council Mike 
Bird said he would be happy to 
see the back of the bus lane on 
the A384 Birmingham Road 
which runs from the town centre 
through Park Hall towards the 
city, will be taken out this 
weekend after requests from 
people living nearby. 

It was said to make no differ- 
ence to bus journey times. 

Complaints have come 
forward that the lane simply 
means traffic is queuing up 
every day to leave the town. 

Councillor Bird said: “It will be 
removed at the request of local 
residents. It creates congestion 
and has been a problem. 


Congestion 


“I have no time for bus lanes, 
they all cause congestion on busy 
routes where I can’t see why 
buses should have priority. 

“Common sense has prevailed. 
It’s great — a victory for people 
living along Birmingham Road.” 

Councillor Bird added that the 
frequent buses going into Birm- 
ingham meant scores of drivers 
were in the habit of parking in 
Queens Road and leaving their 
cars there all day while they go to 
work in Birmingham on the bus, 
also causing congestion prob- 
lems for residents. 

National Express West Mid- 
lands, the main bus operator 
along the route, had no objec- 
tions, Councillor Bird said. 

Paddock ward’s Councillor 
Rose Martin said: “The resi- 
dents have been talking about 
the bus lane being a problem. 

“Tt has been causing tailbacks 
by houses, so I’m glad to see it 
going, for the sake of the resi- 
dents. The council has taken 
their concerns on board.”

A HUGE new ambulance hub that will house 230 members of staff and will 
stock, service and clean a fleet of 50 vehicles is to be built on an industrial estate 
in Willenhall. The new centre is earmarked for Ashmore Lake Industrial Estate. 

Bosses said construction work is due to start in January and last for nine months. Vehi- 
cles will be cleaned, repaired and stored at the hub before and after paramedics take them

The dark-haired heart-throb, whose 
latest hit video, See No More, notched 
up five million views on YouTube and 
Vevo, revealed that he could soon be 
making his movie acting debut. 

“This is going to be a crazy few 
weeks but | am excited,” said the 
Arizona-born singer. “Britney is great. 
| did one show with her in New Jersey. 
She is going to be a fun tour partner. It 
will be pretty cool to hear | Did It 
Again — hers was the first record | ever 
bought.” 

Joe will be her special guest at 
selected dates when Britney makes 
her comeback this month, including a 
concert at the LG Arena, Birmingham, 
on Sunday, October 30. 

But what can the gig goers expect 
from Joe? “Very high energy. | just 
want to get them dancing, get them 
standing up. | feel like I’m not doing my 
job unless everyone’s standing up and 
rocking out,” he said.

Nissan’s 
back-room 
boys show 
off a sharp 
portfolio

THE Nissan Charged Tour was a real showcase for 
engineering prowess. 

The guys in the Japanese firm’s engine department have 
really been earning their wages recently. 

The headline offering at the tour was, surprisingly, the new 
Micra DIG-S The last part of the model name is the key to that 
as it becomes the Micra’s flagship engine. 

Nissan has placed a 1.2-litre powerplant up front and 
supercharged it. Not in the name of performance - that’s a 
happy bonus. Thanks to supercharging and efficiency- 
biased technologies, the Micra DIG-S has almost 100bhp, a 
0-62mph time of 11.3 seconds yet 63mpg on the combined 
cycle and emissions below the key 100g/km mark, so you 
don’t have to pay road tax to drive a nippy city car. 

The ride and handling are set up for town driving but 
Nissan would have made a mistake had it tried to make the 
DIG-S a hot hatch. The Micra has a decent amount of grunt 
but isn’t sporty, which means it will cope with potholes and 
speed bumps. The steering is light and accurate and good 
all-round visibility makes parking nice and simple. 

The excellent engine is the main feature. It pulls well when 
needed but will run about town in low revs easily, conserving 
petrol. It is one of the best in the supermini class. To put it into 
perspective, the emission and fuel figures are close to 
matching the diesels, with better performance and it has 
made a good all-round small car even better. 

Almost overshadowing the Micra DIG-S was the Leaf, 
Nissan’s all-electric 
family car. No fuel is 
burnt under the 
bonnet and no emi: 
sions leave the 
exhaust pipe either 
partly because there 
is no exhaust pipe. 

The Leaf is, electric 

considerations aside, 
a good family car. There’s plenty of space for four adults with 
good boot space, though that’s to be expected with the 
Mégane-style, big-bum boot. One thing that must be consid- 
ered is the rear footwell. Because the batteries fit under the 
floor, it’s shallow and gives little space for toes under the front 
seats. Otherwise, legroom is good in a stylish and practical 
cabin. The cream interior adds to the light and airy feel and the 
dark centre console is a practical information centre. There is 
so much information from the dashboard that it really helps 
maximise the amount of power you can get from the Leaf’s 
batteries. 

There are anumber of different systems to extract precious 
miles. The gauge above the speedometer shows how much 
power you’re using and works in reverse, showing energy 
recouped and you quickly work out the best way to make the 
most of the energy-saving systems. The best way to save is 
to avoid the open road. Staying at constant speed and revs 
gives little or no chance to regain energy as there are few 
opportunities to brake. The other way is to put the gearbox 
into eco-mode, which limits power used, and use the normal 
mode like a supercharger you turn on and off when you want 
acceleration. When you put your foot down, you see the elec- 
tric motor’s party trick — a lot of torque instantly available for 
pleasantly surprising acceleration. It helps make the Leaf a 
viable, if initially pricey, alternative if you rarely go more than 
80 miles or so per trip. 

Talking of surprising acceleration brings me to the Juke 
DIG-T. The turbocharged engine in this small SUV makes the 
Juke seem like a hot hatch. More surprising is that Nissan has 
designed the handling to match the performance. 

The 1.6-litre turbo engine gives an acceleration figure of 
eight seconds from 0-62mph and the handling suits the 
engine’s responsiveness with impressive grip and even more 
impressive lack of body roll. 

If you want performance, the most startling engine of all the 
cars on test was squeezed under the bonnet of the Nissan 
GT-R - a superb piece of engineering. 

The twin-turbocharged V8 produces a massive 523bhp 
which offers simply stunning acceleration. Every time you 
decide to accelerate hard, you feel yourself hanging on 
tightly, and grinning madly before you realise the speed limit 
is rapidly approaching and you back off very quickly. 

In short, Nissan’s engineers are pulling out all the stops in 
every department -— from eco-friendly family models to all-out 
supercars through the more difficult challenges of combining 
efficiency with performance. 

And on this evidence, the Japanese manufacturer is 
setting itself up nicely for the future.

THE final scoreline did not really reflect on a game that was 
always a close battle between two teams that were fully com- 
mitted to an expansive style of rugby, writes Arnie Evans.
